I could not 
visit the mine, which I was very 
anxious to do, on account of its being 
Sunday. I visited the Methodist Sab- 
bath School, however, and found a 
very flourishing one, with 108 mem- 
bers, mostly adult Cornish miners. 
There isa Good Templars Lodge of 
60 members, a public school of 40 
pupils, and preaching every Sunday, 
all held in the public schoolhouse, 
which is seated with petent seats and 
desks, and three dozen oak arm-chairs 
for the use of the Good Templars and 
church meetings. One regular minis- 
ter,(Rev. Luke from Quincy), preaches

Nitrate of Soda, 

D. B. Merry tells the Silver State 
that the solid rock underlying the ni- 
trate of soda deposits near the Sink of 
Humboldt, is shown by analysis to 
contain as high as 70 per cent. of the 
salts. Should the whole formation 
prove to be as rich as the sample an- 
alyzed, it will be one of the most val- 
vable mineral discoveries in the State. 

Citizenship and Mining Locations. 

The United States citizenship of an 
individual applicant fora mine may 
be proved by the affidavit of the ap- 
plicant made before any officer author- 
ized to administer oaths within the 
land district where the claim sought 
to be patented is located. This, ot 
itself, however, is held to be the low- 
est grade of evidence of such fact, and 
does not inhibit applicant from other 
modes of proof. To prevent delay, 
annoyance and other unnecessary ex- 
pense, the better way is to establish 
citizenship by the affidavit of one or 
more disinterested witnesses, and in 
this case it is not material whether 
such affidavits are sworn to within or 
without the land district where the 
mineral entry is made.
